REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

We  are  pleased  to  make  this  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  New 
Durham  outlining  the  activities  of  our  municipal  government  in  1 999. 

The  ensuing  pages  of  this  Annual  Town  Report  tell  of  the  activity 
and  accomplishments  of  all  our  Town  departments,  boards,  commissions 
and  officers  during  the  past  year.    We'd  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
highlight  a  few  issues: 

*  Solid  Waste  Issues:  The  Town  has  been  working  with  its 
consulting  engineers  and  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services  to 
plan  for  the  closure  of  the  Town  landfill  and  septage  lagoons  in  2000.  All 
necessary  approvals  and  permits  for  the  closure  are  expected  to  be 
received  prior  to  the  March,  2000  Town  Meeting.  The  closure  is 
anticipated  to  cost  not  more  than  $750,000,  and  the  Board  is  hopeful  of 
presenting  a  financing  plan  which  will  not  increase  the  Town's  tax  rate  as  a 
result  of  the  long  anticipated  expenditure. 

*  Town  Hall  Renovations:  During  the  year,  a  number  of  repairs 
and  renovations  to  our  historic  Town  Hall  were  accomplished  including  the 
restoration  and  gold-leafing  of  our  Town  Hall  clock  and  weathervane, 
needed  repairs  to  the  chimney  and  roof,  a  fresh  painting  of  the  entire 
building,  and  the  interim  repair  of  a  deteriorating  historical  records  vault. 

*  Fire  Department:  As  was  noted  in  this  report  last  year,  the 
former  Fire  Chief  had  filed  an  appeal  with  the  New  Hampshire  Supreme 
Court  of  his  removal  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  from  his  position.  The 
Court  declined  to  accept  the  appeal,  effectively  bringing  to  a  close  this  long 
legal  issue  the  Town  has  faced. 

*  Old  Home  Day:  Although  not  a  formal  function  of  the  Town 
government,  1 999  was  host  to  a  highly  successful  Old  Home  Day 
Celebration,  beginning  with  the  first  ever  Old  Meeting  House  5K  Road  Race 
through  to  a  gala  fireworks  display.  The  Town's  civic  spirit  and  community 
pride  was  lifted  to  new  heights  by  the  tremendous  outpouring  of 
volunteerism  which  was  coordinated  through  the  efforts  of  the  New  Durham 
Historical  Society  and  its  Old  Home  Day  Committee  chaired  by  Cathy 
Orlowicz  of  Birch  Hill  Road. 

*  Ambulance  Payoff:  At  the  end  of  1 999,  we  were  able  to  payoff 
the  Town's  lease/purchase  financing  of  the  Town  ambulance  14  months 
ahead  of  schedule  to  avoid  hundreds  of  dollars  in  interest  payments. 

To  all  Town  officers,  employees  and  volunteers,  we  express  our 
sincere  appreciation  for  your  dedicated  service  to  the  citizens  of  New 
Durham  throughout  the  past  year.  Keep  up  the  good  work!

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RECORD  OF  TOWN  ELECTION 
MARCH  9,  1999 

Assistant  Moderator  David  Mohr  declared  the  polls  open  at  1 0  AM, 
after  he  inspected  and  locked  the  ballot  boxes.  Moderator  Timothy  Bates 
declared  the  polls  closed  at  7:00  PM,  while  allowing  everyone  in  the  line, 
at  the  closing,  the  opportunity  to  vote.  There  were  1 ,271  registered  voters 
on  the  checklist  when  the  polls  opened.  Fifty-one  new  voters  registered  at 
the  polls  with  the  Supervisors  of  the  Checklist.  Six  hundred  sixty-seven 
voters  voted  (62  were  by  absentee).  At  1 :1 5  am  the  Moderator  announced 
the  results  of  the  elections.

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RECORD  OF  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  10,  1999 

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  Warrant,  the  voters  met  at  the  New 
Durham  School  Gymnasium  on  Wednesday,  March  10, 1999  at  7  P.M. 
to  act  on  the  balance  of  the  warrant  articles.  The  Moderator,  Timothy 
Bates,  called  the  meeting  to  order  promptly  at  7:00  P.M.  and  Leo  Murray 
led  the  audience  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance.  The  assembly  respectfully 
paused  for  a  moment  of  silence  for  James  W.  Wheeler.  The  Moderator 
then  introduced  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Chairman  Frederic  March,  Bre.nda 
Fontaine  and  Paul  Gelinas.,  Jr.,  Town  Administrator  William  Herman,  Road 
Agent  Mark  Fuller  and  Town  Clerk  Carole  Ingham.  Selectman  Brenda 
Fontaine  presented  Frederic  March  with  a  plaque  acknowledging  Mr. 
March  for  his  six  years  of  service  and  dedication  as  a  Selectman.  The 
Moderator  reviewed  the  rules  of  the  meeting,  then  announced  the  results  of 
the  Town  elections  and  planning  and  zoning  articles. 

ARTICLE  #4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  New  Durham  School 
taxation  not  to  exceed  fair  line  level.  Town  of  New  Durham  will  not  assess 
taxpayers  more  than  their  fair  share,  nor  pay  more  than  their  fair  share  to 
the  Governor  Wentworth  School  District.  Fair  share  is  defined  as:  School 
Tax  assessment  rates  per  $1,000  to  equal  the  average  of  entire  Governor 
Wentworth  School  District  combined.  (Example:  One  town  may  pay  about 
$20  per$1, 000  to  support  the  school  system,  whereas  another  town  in  the 
same  school  district  only  pays  $8  per  $1, 000  evaluation.  The  average  fair 
tax  in  this  situation  would  be  $14).  BY  PETITION 

Linscott  Fadden  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  S.  Edward 
Neister.  The  Moderator  recognized  Linscott  Fadden  and  S.  Edward 
Neister.  Mr.  Fadden  explained  that  FESTA  was  a  group  of  concerned 
citizens  dedicated  to  identifying  and  preventing  unconstitutional  and  unfair 
taxation  practices.  Mr.  Neister  discussed  the  Claremont  issue,  HB  109, 
the  Governor  Wentworth  School  District  current  distribution,  the  Hillsboro 
court  decision,  and  the  purpose  of  Article  #4.  A  discussion  continued  for 
about  an  hour.  Myles  Sennett  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Selectman 
Fredric  March  to  limit  the  debate.  The  motion  required  a  two-thirds  vote. 
A  show  of  hands  was  taken  and  the  Moderator  declared  the  motion 
passed. 

A  voice  vote  was  taken  on  Article  #4  and  the  Moderator  was  in 
doubt;  therefore,  he  asked  for  a  vote  by  a  show  of  hands  resulting  with  the 
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Moderator  declaring  the  article  adopted. 

Selectman  Frederic  March  made  a  motion,  seconded  by 
Selectman  Brenda  Fontaine,  to  take  up  Articles  #5,  #6  and  #7  first,  out  of 
order,  before  Article  #4.  There  was  no  discussion.  A  voice  vote  was  taken 
and  the  Moderator  declared  the  motion  approved. 


ARTICLE  #5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  purpose 
of  an  existing  Highway  Department  Loader  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  a 
Highway  Department  Grader  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  (Two-thirds  vote 
required).   BY  SELECTMEN

At  10:00  PM,  the  Moderator  accepted  a  motion  made  by 
Selectman  Frederic  March,  seconded  by  Selectman  Brenda  Fontaine,  to 
adjourn  the  meeting.

Efforts  to  restore  the  historic  New  Durham  Town  Hall  and  clock, 
repair  the  roof  of  the  New  Durham  Public  Library  &  Resource  Center  and 
ongoing  efforts  at  the  1 772  Town  Meetinghouse  were  visible  projects  to 
maintain  and  preserve  the  Town's  landmarks  for  future  generations. 

While  these  exterior  projects  were  underway,  the  Town  Hall  was 
undertaking  a  number  of  efforts  to  provide  information  and  improve 
communications.  Largely  through  the  impetus  of  Land  Use  Clerk  Sandi 
Greenwood  and  the  technology  talents  of  her  son,  Nick,  the  Town  of  New 
Durham  has  a  web  page  available  to  all  those  who  wish  to  access  current 
news  and  information  about  New  Durham's  Town  government. 

Minutes  and  agendas  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Budget 
Committee,  Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission  and  Zoning  Board 
of  Adjustment  are  available  at  this  site  for  reading  at  your  leisure,  or  for 
downloading  at  your  convenience.  The  warrant  for  the  March  2000  Town 
Meeting  and  the  proposed  operating  budget  for  2000  were  posted  there. 
Links  to  other  web  sites  of  interest  can  also  be  found  at  this  site,  including 
the  informative  web  page  maintained  by  the  New  Durham  Public  Library 
and  the  colorful  site  of  the  New  Durham  Fire  Department.

A  Town-wide  survey  initiated  in  1 999  received  an  overwhelming 
response  with  many  good  suggestions  forthcoming.    As  you  will  read 
elsewhere  in  this  report,  a  number  of  initiatives  came  to  fruition  through  this 
citizen  input  process  --  and  the  level  of  interest  and  participation  in  this 
survey  has  lead  to  the  inclusion  of  funds  for  a  follow-up  survey  in  2000. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  hard  work 
and  dedication  of  the  Town's  volunteer  boards  and  commissions  who 
represent  you  throughout  the  year  in  important  local  decision-making 
processes,  and  the  daily  efforts  of  all  our  Town  department  heads  and 
employees  who  strive  to  provide  the  best  service  to  the  public.  Individually 
and  collectively,  these  individuals  emphasize  the  word  "sen/ice" '\n  the 
phrase  "public  service".

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REPORT  ON  ASSESSING  AND  LAND  USE 

The  Assessing  and  Land  Use  Department  has  made  several 
technological  advances  over  the  past  several  years.   Since  1997,  all  of  our 
assessing  and  tax  information  has  been  computerized  with  copies  of  tax  cards 
available  at  a  push  of  a  button,  printed  from  the  computer  on  a  duplexer  printer, 
for  a  fee  of  $1 .00.  When  a  property  transfers  ownership,  a  copy  of  a  new  card  is 
made  and  included  in  our  Sales  Book  available  to  the  public  for  comparison  on 
properties.    We  also  have  available  several  listings  of  properties  which  are 
indexed  either  by  location,  owner,  or  map  and  lot  number,  and  can  be  designed 
to  include  a  vanety  of  information  with  pnces  ranging  from  $25.00  to  $35.00. 
Reduced  copies  of  tax  maps  may  be  purchased  for  $1 .00  each  or  $35.00  for 
the  complete  set.    Maps  and  indexes  are  available  for  general  review  in  the 
Planning  Board  room.   Also,  for  your  convenience,  we  have  a  booklet  on  each 
water  body  which  includes  water  quality  and  regulations. 

In  1999,  a  new  filing  system  was  created,  filed  by  map  and  lot 
numbers,  which  presently  includes  all  deeds  available  for  that  particular  lot, 
septic  designs  (if  available)  and  driveway  permits.    This  system  is  a  works-in- 
progress  and  will  eventually  include  all  planning  and  zoning  decisions, 
wetlands  decisions,  subdivision  and  lot  line  plans,  and  other  pertinent 
information  regarding  the  lot  in  question.    This  information  is  available  to  the 
public  and  copies  may  be  purchased. 

The  Assessor,  Robert  Estey,  as  always  carefully  reviews  the  transfers 
of  properties  and  at  this  time  is  working  with  the  Selectmen  to  plan  a 
revaluation  of  property.    There  has  been  a  significant  difference  between  sales 
and  assessments  particularly  of  waterfront  property  dunng  the  past  few  years. 
Also,  there  may  be  some  changes  that  were  done  without  building  permits 
which  need  to  be  looked  at  and  assessed    Mr.  Estey  has  an  excellent 
reputation  in  his  field  and  does  a  fantastic  job  for  the  Town  of  New  Durham     It 
is  a  pleasure  working  with  him.

We  have  completed  173 
visits  to  job  sites  this  year  for  inspections,  compared  to  119  last  year 
They  break  down  to  35  for  Foundations  and  Slabs,  34  for  Framing,  31  for 
Electncal,  30  for  Plumbing,  11  for  Insulation  and  32  for  Occupancy.  There 
were  also  25  for  Code  Enforcement  and  Site  Review  issues. 

Once  again,  thank  you  to  all  homeowners  and  contractors  for 
calling  us  at  least  24  hours  before  an  inspection  is  required.    We  try  to  get 
them  done  that  day  or  the  next  day  early  morning.    It  also  helps  on  some 
inspections  if  someone  is  there.

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JOHN  C.  SHIRLEY  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES  REPORT 

We  have  worked  for  several  years  to  complete  preparation  of  the 
cemetery  expansion  for  use.    During  prior  years  a  new  access  road  was  added, 
and  the  expanded  area  was  graded,  seeded  and  surveyed  to  mark  off  the  new 
lots.    During  1999,  we  finalized  preparation  of  the  area  with  installation  of 
underground  piping  to  four  additional  water  faucets  in  order  that  the  new  grass 
can  be  easily  watered. 

Identified  as  "Section  C"  on  the  updated  survey,  the  new  area  provides 
383  additional  lots,  with  each  row  of  lots  marked  by  granite  bounds.    In  addition 
to  the  new  lots  in  Section  C,  24  additional  lots  were  surveyed  and  marked 
along  the  western  bound  of  the  ohginal  cemetery,  identified  as  "Section  A". 
Lots  in  Section  C  will  be  made  available  for  sale  after  Section  A  and  B  are  sold 
out. 

Further  landscaping  the  cemetery  in  memory  of  Bill  Nehring,  we 
completed  planting  lilacs  along  the  roadway  on  the  eastern  and  southern 
borders  of  the  expanded  area.   The  lilac  plants  were  donated  by  the  Governor's 
Lilac  and  Wildflower  Commission  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  A.J. 
Cameron  Sod  Farms  donated  all  the  work  to  weed  the  planting  area,  plant  the 
lilacs,  and  add  ground  cover  and  mulch.   All  other  costs  associated  with  the 
planting  were  covered  from  a  fund  containing  donations  in  memory  of  Bill.   A 
plaque  identifying  the  memorial  planting  is  being  prepared.    We  wish  to 
express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Lilac  Commission,  to  Cameron  Sod  Farms, 
and  to  all  who  contributed  to  the  lilac  fund.  Soon,  we  will  all  enjoy  the  beauty  of 
these  planting. 

Work  remaining  for  the  year  2000  includes  installation  of  an  additional 
granite  post  to  mark  the  western  bound  of  the  cemetery  along  Stockbridge 
Corner  Road,  and  possible  reseeding  of  some  areas  which  suffered  from  the 
very  dry  weather  this  past  summer. 

A  much-deserved  recognition  is  in  order.    Mr.  Frank  Parsons  tendered 
his  resignation  from  the  post  of  Sexton,  effective  late  1999.   Having  earlier 
retired  from  the  Town's  Highway  Department,  Frank  decided  to  retire  from  the 
part-time  duties  he  took  on  after  retirement.   We  will  miss  his  always 
dependable  and  conscientious  work  as  Sextcn,  and  wish  him  the  very  best  in 
his  move  to  full  retirement. 

Following  Frank's  resignation,  the  Trustees  sought  a  new  employee  to 
fill  the  post  of  Sexton,  and  on  January  10,  2000  accepted  Mr.  James 
Greenwood  for  the  part-time  job.   Jim  is  a  long  time  New  Durham  resident,  with 
interest  and  pride  in  our  town.   We  welcome  him  to  the  position. 

Throughout  1999,  a  total  of  six  lots  were  sold  and  four  burials  were 
made. 

We  take  pride  in  our  Town  Cemetery,  and  hope  each  of  you  agrees.  If

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  seen  some  changes  in  1999. 
The  past  Chairman,  Susan  Piiisbury,  after  many  years  of  dedicated  service  to 
the  town,  has  moved  from  New  Durham  and  Eileen  Thomas  has  also  resigned 
from  the  Commission.    Bill  Schmid  is  the  new  Chairman  and  Carole  Ingham. 
with  much  expehence  as  Town  Clerk,  has  joined  the  Commission.    Faithful 
members,  Kathy  DeWolfe,  Charlie  Berube  and  alternate  Susan  Hoover  make 
up  the  rest  of  the  Commission.   We  are  looking  for  new  members  who  are 
interested  and  willing  to  work  for  the  preservation  of  New  Durham's  valuable 
natural  resources. 

The  overall  mission  of  the  Conservation  Commission  has  been 
expanded.    Besides  reviewing  and  acting  upon  NH  Department  of 
Environmental  Services'  Wetlands  Bureau  "Dredge  and  Fill  Applications",  an 
important  function  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  we  are  starting  an  up-to- 
date  compilation  and  study  of  New  Durham's  natural  resources.    The  ultimate 
objective  being  to  assist  the  town  in  the  years  ahead  to  make  wise  choices  with 
regard  to  preserving  its  natural  resources. 

During  1999,  the  Commission  reviewed  16  Standard  Dredge  and  Fill 
Applications,  nine  Minimum  Impact  Expedited  Applications,  two  Excavation 
Permit  Applications  and  four  alleged  violations  with  a  total  of  31  site  visits.    We 
continue  to  urge  all  persons  who  plan  to  do  work  in  or  build  structures  in 
wetlands  and  or  water  bodies  to  contact  us  for  information  and  applications. 
Acting  before  the  fact  is  far  preferable  than  after  the  fact. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  now  active  in  a  new  organization 
called  The  Moose  Mountain  Regional  Greenway   This  group  consists  of 
concerned  conservation  persons  from  the  Towns  of  Brookfield.  Farmington. 
Middleton,  Milton,  New  Durham  and  Wakefield.    The  group  meets  usually  on 
the  last  Thursday  of  the  month,  7:00  P.M.,  Plumber  House  at  the  Farm  Museum 
in  Milton.    Persons  interested  in  attending  a  meeting  should  contact  the 
Conservation  Commission  at  Town  Hall  for  more  information. 

Another  note  worthy  event  of  1999  was  that  the  New  Durham 
Conservation  Commission  joined  forces  with  the  Merrymeeting  Lake 
Association  (MMLA)  to  preserve  the  beautiful  and  scenic  entrance  to 
Merrymeeting  Lake  fondly  referred  to  as  the  "knoll".  The  NH  Fish  &  Game 
Department  "Public  Boat  Access  Program"  at  Merrymeeting  Lake  plans  to 
reduce  this  area  into  a  parking  lot.  After  many  years  of  meetings,  letter  writing, 
heahngs  and  other  persuasion  methods,  the  MMLA  has  been  unsuccessful  in 
getting  Fish  &  Game  to  move  the  parking  area  planned  to  a  nearby,  less 
offensive  location.  The  fight  to  preserve  the  "Knoll"  is  now  in  the  legal  stage 
with  the  MMLA  and  the  New  Durham  Conservation  Commission  joining  forces. 

The  Conservation  Commission  meets  at  the  Town  Hall,  7:00  P.M.,  on 
the  last  Wednesday  of  the  month.  We  welcome  visitors,  particularly  those  who 
might  consider  joining  the  Commission.

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REPORT  ON  EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT 

With  the  technical  and  financial  assistance  of  the  N.H.  Office  of 
Emergency  Management,  the  Town  of  New  Durham  updated  and  revised 
its  Emergency  Management  Plan  (EMP)  handbook  and,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  have  Implemented  a  detailed  response 
mechanism  should  the  need  arise.  Fire  Chief  Robert  Ingham  serves  as  the 
Town's  Emergency  Management  Director,  while  Town  Administrator 
William  Herman  is  the  Deputy  Director. 

The  EMP  was  established  to  better  serve  and  inform  the  taxpayers 
and  residents  of  New  Durham  in  time  of  emergency  situations  of  any  type. 

As  part  of  this  effort,  New  Durham  Road  Agent  Mark  Fuller  has 
also  worked  with  a  new  state-wide  organization  called  the  New  Hampshire 
Public  Works  Mutual  Aid  program.    One  of  the  first  communities  in  the 
Granite  State  to  join,  the  NHPWMA  formally  provides  the  Town  with  the 
public  works  personnel,  equipment  and  material  resources  of  all  the  other 
member  communities  in  a  time  of  need. 

As  part  of  New  Durham's  EMP  efforts  in  1 999  and  a  combined 
effort  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Ronald  Malone,  owner  of  a  local 
radio  station,  emergency  information  will  be  broadcast  on  his  station 
(WWPC  91 .7  FM)  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  New  Durham. 

During  emergency  situations,  such  as  the  January  ice  storms  a 
few  years  ago  or  other  similar  events,  the  New  Durham  Emergency 
Management  team  will  supply  information  to  Mr.  Malone  to  inform  the 
townspeople  of  telephone  numbers  to  call,  places  to  go  for  food  and 
shelter,  updates  on  current  conditions  and  other  vital  information. 

The  Emergency  Management  Team,  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of 
New  Durham,  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Malone  for  his  generous  contribution  to  our 
EMP  efforts  for  the  benefit  of  our  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NEW  DURHAM  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Mission  of  the  New  Durham  Fire  Department  is  to  preserve 
and  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  our  neighbors.  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  our  goals  have  been  met  for  another  year,  and  we  look  forward  to 
continuing  these  goals  into  the  new  century. 

During  the  months  of  1 999,  the  department  responded  to  239 
calls,  five  more  than  1 998  and  72  more  than  1 997,  and  they  are  broken 
down  as  follows: 

Fires  56  Medical  82 

Sen/ice  11  MVA      31 

Mutual  Aid  59 

Mutual  Aid  calls  were  up  this  year  by  23  calls  because  of  some 
changes  in  Alton's  Department  and  at  their  request.  Normally,  mutual  aid 
calls  run  from  30  to  36  calls  per  year. 

Moving  into  the  Year  2000, 1  pulled  figures  from  past  decades  for 
comparison  purposes. 

In  1 980,  there  were  78  incidents  which  breakdown  as  follows: 
Fires  31  Mutual  Aid  13 

Medical  23  Aid  to  Public         4 

MVA  4  False  Calls  3 

In  1 990,  there  were  1 09  incidents  which  break  down  as  follows:

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  from  1980  to  1990,  incidents  increased 
by  31 ,  yet  from  1 990  to  1 999  incidents  increased  by  1 30  ...  or  more  than 
double.  Mutual  Aid  calls  have  increased  dramatically  which  gives  us  pride 
in  knowing  that  not  only  are  we  available  for  our  community,  but  we  are 
willing  and  able  to  help  our  neighbors.

•  Ice  Storm  Round  1  Grants  received  and  used  to  upgrade 
the  Devil's  Den  area 

•  January  31 , 1 999,  the  new  snowmobile  and  rescue  sled 
were  used  to  save  a  hiker 

•  Successful  Senior  Citizen  Christmas  Dinner  with  98  in 
attendance  and  door  prizes  for  nearly  everyone  attending 

•  Annual  Halloween  Open  House  for  children  and  parents 

•  Chicken  Barbecue  at  the  Old  Home  Day  Celebration  was 
a  success  despite  the  warm  weather 

The  volunteers  of  the  New  Durham  Fire  Department  collectively 
spent  901  hours  in  training  and  5,228  hours  responding  to  emergencies. 
This  results  in  a  total  of  6,1 29  man  hours  of  volunteering  and  dedication 
from  these  selfless  individuals  for  the  "protection  of  property  and  life  of  the 
neighbors  of  New  Durham  and  it's  surrounding  communities".  As  your  Fire 
Chief,  I  salute  these  individuals  for  giving  up  time  they  might  have  spent 
with  their  families,  for  leaving  the  meal  of  a  family  gathering,  for  spending  a 
holiday  putting  out  a  fire  instead  of  sitting  near  a  cozy  fire,  and  for  all  the 
hours  of  lost  sleep.  These  men  and  women  deserve  the  community's 
utmost  respect  and  thanks  for  a  job  wel^  done. 

In  beginning  the  Year  2000  and  starting  a  new  century,  I  would 
also  like  to  thank  the  community  for  your  continued  support,  donations, 
cards,  letters  and  kind  words.  As  your  Fire  Chief,  we  will  continue  to  set 
and  meet  important  goals,  continue  to  work  harmoniously  within  the 
community  providing  activities  for  all  ages,  and  first  and  foremost,  protect 
and  preserve  the  lives  and  property  of  our  neighbors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest 
Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a 
permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are 
required  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with 
snow  where  the  burning  will  be  done.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:1 7,  the  fire 
permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are 
misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail. 
Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  11  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  N.H.  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  During  the  1999  season, 
Forest  Rangers  were  busy  assisting  communities  with  suppression  of 
difficult  and  remote  multi-days  fires.  Forest  Rangers  have  also  investigated 
numerous  complaints  regarding  violations  of  the  timber  harvest  and  forest 
fire  laws,  and  taken  enforcement  action  to  ensure  compliance.  If  you  have 
any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our 
office  in  Concord  at  271  -221 7. 

There  are  2,400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire 
Wardens  throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and 
several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  prevention  and  law  enforcement.  The  1 999  fire  season  was  a 
challenging,  but  safe  year  for  wildland  firefighters  in  New  Hampshire.  The 
severe  drought  conditions  throughout  the  spring  and  summer  months, 
combined  with  residual  effects  of  the  1998  Ice  Storm,  resulted  in  a 
dramatic  increase  in  wildland  fires.  In  addition  to  burning  in  excess  of  452 
acres.  35  structures  were  also  impacted  by  wildfire.  Wildland  fires  in  the 
urban  interface  is  a  serious  concern  for  both  landowners  and  firefighters. 
Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  structures  by  maintaining  adequate 
green  space  around  them  and  making  sure  that  houses  are  properly 
identified  with  street  numbers. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  1 5  fire  towers,  two  mobile 
patrols  and  three  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports 
from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.  This  is 
a  critical  factor  in  controlling  the  size  of  wild  land  fires  and  keeping  the  loss 
of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible. 

In  1999,  90  seasonal  campfire  permits  were  issued  and  160  brush  fire 
permits  were  issued  in  the  Town  of  New  Durham.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

As  most  of  us  will  remember,  1999  brought  with  it  a  dry  summer 
keeping  the  highway  crew  busy  watering  gravel  roads  in  order  to  grade 
them.  The  winter  months  of  January  through  March  brought  mostly 
freezing  rain,  which  resulted  in  a  larger  use  of  salt  and  sand  increasing  the 
cost  of  winter  maintenance. 

The  Highway  Department's  projects  for  1 999  included  preparation 
work  for  the  paving  of  Brackett  Road,  extensive  ditching  and  culvert 
drainage  repairs  and  upgrading  of  gravel  roads. 

The  Road  Surface  Management  System  (RSMS)  was  updated  this 
year  as  we  like  to  look  closely  at  all  the  Town's  roads  every  two  years. 
For  those  of  you  not  familiar  with  this  system,  required  information  from  the 
roads  is  obtained  by  driving  and  measuring  each  road  and  noting  any 
damage  (i.e.  -  cracking,  drainage,  etc.).  The  collected  data  is  fed  into  the 
computer  and  reports  are  created  with  recommendations  for  work, 
estimated  costs,  etc.,  for  maintaining  the  roads.  The  RSMS  was  updated 
from  a  DOS-based  system  this  year  to  Windows,  and  the  transition  was 
successful.

The  Highway  Department  will  be  asking  for  an  additional  $75,000 
at  the  March,  2000  Town  Meeting  to  continue  the  RSMS  program  for 
reconstruction. 

As  in  the  past,  as  a  courtesy  to  homeowners,  sand  in  small 
amounts  is  available  at  the  Highway  Garage.  We  ask  that  this  sand  be 
taken  only  by  a  bucket  or  two,  as  it  is  not  intended  for  commercial  usage 
or  truckloads. 

As  we  enter  a  new  century,  I  look  back  with  phde  over  all  we  have 
accomplished  during  the  past  12  years  that  I  have  been  your  Road  Agent. 
I  wish  to  thank  the  taxpayers  for  their  continued  cooperation,  and  I  would 
like  to  thank  all  of  the  employees  of  the  department  for  their  continued 
efforts  in  keeping  our  roads  clean  and  safe  in  New  Durham.  Our  Highway 
Crew  was  short  two  people  over  the  summer,  and  the  addition  of  two  new 
employees  brings  us  back  to  full  capacity.   I  would  like  to  welcome  Scott 
Simonds  and  Matthew  Ingham  to  the  department.  A  thank  you  goes  to  our 
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Secretary  for  the  Highway  Department,  Sandi  Greenwood,  for  her 
assistance  during  the  year.  Also,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Fire 
Department  under  the  leadership  of  Robert  Ingham  and  the  Police 
Department  under  the  leadership  of  Douglas  Scruton,  for  their  continued 
cooperation  and  assistance.  May  we  continue  to  work  together  in  2000.

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NEW  DURHAM  TOWN  HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

The  following  is  a  progress  report  of  several  historical  projects 
being  pursued  under  the  office  of  the  Town  Historian. 

NEW  DURHAM  MEETING  HOUSE  PARK 

The  Nature  Trail  in  the  Park  is  beginning  to  take  shape.  Students 
from  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades  from  the  New  Durham  School  have 
worked  very  hard  at  cleaning  the  trails  and  spreading  bark  mulch  along  the 
trail.  A  wonderful  sign  marks  the  trailhead.  Maps  will  be  placed  in  a 
holder  at  the  sign,  for  the  traveler  to  use  as  a  guide  and  to  point  out  areas 
of  interest. 

The  benches,  made  of  granite  slabs  already  on  the  site,  have  been 
placed  about  the  park.  Three  are  located  near  the  road  way  in  front  of  the 
Meetinghouse,  two  are  near  the  cemetery  and  Town  Pound,  and  one  is 
located  at  the  trail  head.  The  Memorial  Bench  for  Herbert  Hume  has  been 
engraved.  An  official  dedication  was  held  during  the  Old  Home  Day 
Celebration  in  July,  1999. 

New  signs  were  put  into  place  this  year.  A  sign  identifying  the 
1772  Meetinghouse  and  Meetinghouse  Park  was  replaced.  The  new  hand 
engraved  sign  was  finished  with  the  same  colors  that  were  used  on  the 
exterior  of  the  Meetinghouse. 

The  New  Durham  School  made  possible  new  "enter"  and  "exit" 
signs  for  the  ends  of  the  driveway.  The  Meetinghouse  Park  Committee 
members  felt  it  was  important  to  have  direction  to  the  flow  of  traffic  in  and 
out  of  the  area,  due  to  restricted  visibility  and  the  location  of  the  hill  on  Old 
Bay  Road.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  Highway  Department  for  their 
assistance  with  the  placement  of  these  signs. 

NEW  DURHAM  OLD  GRAVEYARDS 

Efforts  continue  to  restore  the  1 30  or  so  Old  Graveyards.  A  total 
of  23  cemeteries  were  visited  this  spring.  Fresh  flags  replaced  the 
weathered  flags,  placed  on  the  Veterans'  graves  last  year.  Conditions  of 
the  cemeteries  were  noted,  with  a  number  of  them  requiring  cleaning  of 
brush  and  trees.  A  few  will  require  resetting  and  repairing  of  gravemarkers. 
At  the  same  time,  the  Town  property  maps  are  being  reviewed  and 
updated,  to  ensure  the  locations  of  the  cemeteries  are  listed.  This  is  a 
joint  project  between  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Old  Graveyard 
Committee. 

Another  project  has  been  plotting  the  location  of  cemeteries  on 
New  Durham  topographic  maps  using  Global  Positioning  System  (GPS) 
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technology.  This  information  will  allow  individuals  to  accurately  locate  the 
cemeteries.  Once  the  GPS  has  stored  the  position,  the  information  can 
be  down  loaded  into  a  personal  computer  and  the  information  can  be 
plotted  and  printed  on  maps. 

In  the  fall,  seven  additional  cemeteries  were  cleared  of  debris  and 
trees.  Devil's  Dean  area,  Old  Bay  Road,  Middleton  Cross  Road  and  Ridge 
Road  Top  areas  were  the  focus.  Some  of  these  cemeteries  will  require 
stones  to  be  repaired  and  reset. 

Special  thanks  to  volunteers  Mac  MacDormand,  Pat  Vachon  and 
David  and  Aaron  Bickford  for  their  time  and  energy  given  towards  clearing 
these  cemeteries. 

The  mild  winter  allowed  the  repairs  and  resetting  of  stones  in  an 
additional  seven  cemeteries  this  fall.  Stephen  Roy  and  crew  from  Roy 
Monument  and  Markers  of  Rochester  used  a  special  epoxy  mixture  to 
mend  the  stones  back  together.  Unfortunately,  one  head  stone  in  the  Hurd 
Cemetery  is  unrecoverable.  Time  and  weather  have  taken  their  toll. 

Ten  signs,  listing  the  name  and  number  of  the  graveyard,  were 
ordered  and  assembled.  The  signs  will  be  placed  in  the  appropriate 
cemeteries  in  the  spring.  We  thank  Steve  Orlowicz  for  his  volunteer  labor 
in  assembling  the  signs. 

We  would  also  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  many 
landowners  who  care  for  cemeteries  on  their  property.  Their  support  allows 
more  work  to  be  accomplished  in  other  graveyards,  and  we  appreciate  the 
landowners  who  have  granted  permission  to  pass  through  their  property  to 
complete  our  work. 

The  Old  Graveyard  Committee  is  in  need  of  someone  who  would 
be  able  to  repair  and  rebuild  stonewalls  around  a  graveyard.  If  you  could 
help  or  know  of  someone  or  would  like  to  help  with  clearing  cemeteries, 
please  call  Eloise  Bickford  at  859-6881  or  Cathy  Orlowicz  at  859-4643. 

THE  1772  TOWN  MEETING  HOUSE  RECONSTRUCTION 

Exterior  work  is  nearing  completion  for  the  1 772  Old 
Meetinghouse.  Focus  for  the  next  phase  of  work,  the  interior,  has  begun. 
In  a  joint  venture,  the  Town  and  the  New  Durham  Historical  Society  applied 
to  the  National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation  and  were  successful  in 
having  the  1 772  Old  Meetinghouse  designated  as  an  official  "Save 
America's  Treasure"  Project. 

Although  becoming  an  official  project  does  not  provide  direct 
funding,  it  is  the  first  step  to  becoming  eligible  for  future  grants  and  special 
benefits  through  the  "Save  America's  Treasure"  program. 

The  next  steps  will  be  to  work  with  a  consulting  firm  specializing  in 
restoration  work  of  historical  buildings.  The  group  will  assist  with  putting  a 
plan  together,  suggesting  what  steps  should  be  taken  duhng  the 
preservation  and  restoration  of  the  interior  of  the  Meetinghouse.

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Efforts  to  secure  funds,  applying  for  grants  and  fund  raising  will 
continue,  supplementing  the  support  given  by  the  voters  each  year. 

During  Old  Home  Day  celebrations,  a  brass  plaque,  donated  by 
the  New  Durham  Historical  Society,  was  unveiled.  The  plaque  will  be 
located  on  the  exterior  of  the  building,  informing  visitors  about  the  historical 
significance  of  the  Meetinghouse  and  surrounding  grounds. 

NEW  DURHAM  HISTORICAL  ARCHIVES  COLLECTION 

A  total  of  307  original  loose  documents,  dating  from  1 765  to  1 81 7, 
were  de-acidified  this  year.  The  process  neutralizes  the  acid,  a  natural  by- 
product of  wood  pulp  paper  as  it  ages.  If  left  untreated,  the  paper  would 
become  too  brittle  to  handle,  crumbling  to  pieces.  Once  the  documents 
are  processed  and  stored  properly,  the  documents  will  last  indefinitely. 

The  vault,  located  behind  the  Town  Hall,  which  holds  the  Town's 
Historical  Collection  and  Town  Records,  has  had  repairs  made  to  it  in 
1 999.  Support  posts  were  placed  inside  the  vault,  relieving  some  of  the 
ceiling's  weight  from  the  walls.  Air  leaks  and  roof  repairs  were  completed. 
These  improvements  will  enable  controlling  of  the  proper  climate,  for 
storing  historical  materials,  inside  the  vault. 

A  gift  donation  of  original  surveyors  notes  of  Merrymeeting  Lake 
Shores  has  been  a  wonderful  addition  to  the  Town's  Historical  Collection. 
The  family  of  Mr.  R.M.  Davis  has  made  available  to  the  Town  the 
workbooks  Mr.  Davis  used  while  surveying  the  lake  shores  during  1947  to 
1950.  We  sincerely  appreciate  the  Family's  generosity  and  consideration 
of  the  Town's  interest  in  this  information.  We  would  like  to  encourage 
members  of  the  community,  who  may  be  sorting  their  "Collections",  to 
consider  donating  them  to  the  Town  Historical  Collection.  If  you  are 
uncertain  as  to  what  to  do  with  these  items  or  if  they  are  related  to  the 
history  of  this  community,  please  call  Eloise  Bickford  at  859-6881  or 
Catherine  Orlowicz  at  859-4643  for  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  NEW  DURHAM  PARKS  &  RECREATION 

Wow!  What  a  great  year  for  New  Durham  Parks  &  Recreation.  With 
the  addition  of  Indoor  Wall  Climbing,  Night  Skating,  Tri-Star  Gymnastics,  and 
extensive  expansion  of  our  athletic  teams.  New  Durham  Parks  &  Recreation 
continues  to  be  one  of  the  highly  rated  departments  in  the  area. 

The  three  ballfields  at  the  Elmer  C.  Smith  Recreational  Area  continue 
to  be  the  envy  of  surrounding  towns.  With  the  first  phase  of  the  watehng 
system  complete,  the  upcoming  year  promises  yet  a  higher  quality  of  sport/play 
on  the  Babe  Ruth  field. 

Town  sponsored  activities  and  sports  had  a  tremendous  turnout  in 
1999.    The  Suncook  Valley  Babino/Babe  Ruth  Baseball/Softball  League  fielded 
180  children  ranging  from  4-16  years  in  age.  This  league  offers  extensive  play 
and  high  quality  tournaments  around  the  state.    Basketball,  another  highly 
populated  sport,  yields  170  children  ranging  from  5-15  years  in  age,  offers 
continuous  activity  and  friendly  competition  from  November  to  early  March.  The 
largest  Town  sponsored  sport,  soccer,  carries  more  than  200  children  (15 
teams)  ranging  in  age  from  4-16,  with  90%  of  the  games  taking  place  at  the 
Elmer  C.  Smith  Recreational  Facility!   What  a  huge  boost  to  the  community  with 
more  than  90%  of  school  age  children  and  parents  involved. 

The  Town  Beach  continues  to  attract  residents  in  record  numbers  for 
swimming  and  relaxing.    More  than  100  children  took  advantage  of  the  Red 
Cross  certified  swimming  program  offered  in  July.    This  program  is  highly 
recommended  and  staffed  by  certified  life  guards  and  Water  Safety  instructors. 
Look  for  a  new  swing  and  play  area  at  the  beach  this  sphng. 

Other  successful  recreation  activities  included  Co-ed  Volley,  Indoor 
Rock  Climbing,  Aerobics  and  Skating.    The  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission 
also  gave  support  to  annual  community  activities  sponsored  by  the  New 
Durham  Athletic  Association  to  raise  funds  to  support  recreation  programs. 
Major  fund  raisers  included  a  community  dance,  Christmas  Craft  Fair,  and  on 
going  concession  at  the  ballfields. 

Things  to  look  for  in  2000:   Expansion  of  the  Climbing  Wall  at  the  New 
Durham  School,  expansion  of  the  watering  system  at  the  ballfields,  Half-Pipe 
for  boarders  at  the  ballfields,  revamping  of  the  playground  at  the  ballfields, 
summer  archery  (Farmington  Fish  &  Game),  and  Major  League  Soccer  clinics. 

In  the  year  ahead,  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  hopes  to 
hold  several  public  input  meetings  to  better  understand  the  needs  and  desires 
of  our  community.    Look  for  announcements  of  dates  for  these  special 
meetings.    Of  course,  public  input  is  always  welcome  at  our  regularly 
scheduled  meetings,  held  the  first  Monday  of  every  month  at  7:00  PM  at  the 
Elementary  School.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NEW  DURHAM 
POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


At  the  close  of  1999,  the  Police  Department  is  back  to  a  full  staff 
of  four  certified  police  officers.  Officer  Gabe  Tarrants  completed  the  NH 
Police  Standards  and  Training  Academy  in  March.  In  September,  Officer 
Tarrants  completed  his  training  to  become  our  new  DARE  Officer.  He  will 
be  conducting  classes  at  the  New  Durham  School  for  grades  5  &  6  from 
January  until  May.  Officer  Jason  Smith  graduated  from  the  Academy  in 
October,  and  will  be  attending  further  training  in  specialized  areas  in  the 
upcoming  year. 

Sergeant  Shawn  Bernier  remains  quite  active  with  "K9  Tank", 
responding  to  22  calls  for  service.  These  calls  ranged  from  searching  for 
burglary  suspects,  locating  illegal  drugs  and  recovering  weapons  used  in 
criminal  activity.  Due  to  Tank's  specialized  training  and  his  tracking 
ability,  he  was  requested  by  another  agency  to  search  for  a  homicide 
suspect  who  is  now  in  custody.  Recently,  Tank  located  a  lost  hunter  who, 
without  Tank's  help,  might  have  spent  the  night  in  the  woods.  On  a  sad 
note,  "K9  Bear",  Sergeant  Bernier's  first  police  dog,  had  to  be  put  down 
due  to  a  serious  illness.  Sergeant  Bernier  was  presented  with  a  plaque 
from  the  Department  for  "Bear's"  years  of  dedicated  service. 

At  the  end  of  December,  the  Department  implemented  its  new 
software  system  that  links  New  Durham  and  six  other  communities  into 
Strafford  County  Dispatch.  We  are  also  dispatching  our  emergency 
telephone  line  through  our  Department  during  the  day.  Not  only  does  this 
save  the  Town  money,  as  all  the  calls  were  previously  forwarded  to  Dover, 
but  people  will  be  talking  directly  to  the  Police  Department,  rather  than  to  a 
dispatcherfrom  Dover. 

As  we  enter  the  year  2000,  the  New  Durham  Police,  as  always, 
will  strive  to  keep  this  community  a  safe  place  to  live,  work  and  raise  a 
family,  and  look  forward  to  your  help  and  support  in  reaching  this  common 
goal.

REPORT  OF  THE  NEW  DURHAM 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of 
New  Durham: 


The  1 999  year  has  been  an  exciting  year  at  the  New  Durham 
Public  Library.  Many  positive  additions  to  services  are  now  offered,  new 
programs  have  been  Instituted  and  collection  development  continues  to 
expand  and  evolve  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  community. 

Trustee  Paul  Perry  set  up  the  new  community  bulletin  board  that 
hangs  in  the  entrance  lobby.  He  also  took  charge  of  the  Library 
Newsletter  &  Town  Survey  project  that  was  sent  out  to  every  postal  patron 
in  New  Durham,  and  graphed  the  results  of  the  survey  on  the  Community 
Bulletin  Board  at  the  Library.  Both  projects  were  a  large  undertaking  on 
his  part,  with  very  satisfying  results. 

The  NH  Department  of  Employment  Security  donated  a  new 
computer,  monitor  and  color  printer  with  which  to  access  their  home  page 
and  services  via  the  Internet.  We  now  have  two  computers  with  color 
printers  in  the  Adult  section  for  patron  use.  The  Library  continues  to  offer 
Internet  services  for  research.  Internet  usage  has  nearly  doubled  by 
patrons  taking  advantage  of  the  free  service. 

Our  Children's  Room  became  a  reality  by  utilizing  a  portion  of  the 
public  meeting  room,  leaving  an  ample  area  for  public  meetings  and  library 
programs.  This  task  required  eight  volunteers  investing  35  3/4  hours  in  the 
time  span  of  a  1 2-hour  day  in  June.  The  Children's  Summer  Program 
"Once  Upon  a  Summer  Reading"  featured  professional  storytellers 
"Tellalore"  as  the  highlight,  and  scheduled  a  return  engagement  for  Winter 
Adult/Family  program. 

Adult  programs  are  now  offered  monthly.  A  month-long  exhibit  by 
local  artist  Nathalie  Turner,  a  "NH  5th  Regiment  Volunteer"  Program  and  a 
Button  Collectors  program  are  just  a  few  of  the  programs  offered  recently. 
Our  goal  for  the  year  2000  is  to  offer  more  and  improved  services 
to  meet  the  educational,  informational,  cultural  and  recreational  needs  of 
all  members  of  our  community.  We  ask  that  you  continue  to  support  your 
library,  take  advantage  of  the  services  it  offers,  and  let  us  know  how  we 
can  serve  you  better.

The  landfill  closure  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  the  Spring  of  2000  in 
New  Durham.  Be  prepared  for  redirection  on  where  to  dispose  of  various 
items.  There  will  be  containers  for  everything  as  opposed  to  piles  on  the 
ground.  This  may  cause  confusion  in  the  beginning,  but  will  be  easier  and 
cleaner  in  the  long  run. 

We  appreciate  all  of  the  people  who  are  recycling  according  to 
directions,  but  I'd  like  to  remind  a  few  of  you  who  still  don't  understand  that 
as  far  as  plastics  go,  we  only  recycle  the  containers  that  are  marked 
PETE  and  HOPE  on  the  bottom.  All  else  gets  thrown  away.  Tin  and 
aluminum  cans  must  also  be  separated  into  the  marked  containers  and 
cardboard  boxes  MUST  be  clean  and  flattened.  Please  be  respectful  of 
others  and  don't  empty  your  recycle  bins  on  the  walkway  near  the  building 
as  others  have  to  walk  there  after  you've  emptied  your  containers  of  sticky 
liquids.  These  may  be  emptied  into  the  hopper.  Shovels  and  brooms  are 
available  for  those  of  you  who  occasionally  miss  throwing  your  trash  in  the 
hopper  or  your  bag  rips.  Please  don't  leave  it  for  someone  else  to  do.  Do 
not  leave  unattended  vehicles  in  the  area  of  the  hopper  while  you  are 
recycling  as  it  blocks  traffic. 

Some  items,  such  as  tires,  demolition,  refrigerators  and  air 
conditioners,  are  charged  an  extra  fee  to  leave  at  the  landfill  because  the 
Town  has  to  pay  to  have  these  things  hauled  away  for  disposal. 

I'd  like  to  extend  my  best  wishes  to  my  former  full-time  employee, 
Dave  Watson,  who  left  us  this  year  for  a  job  with  Bob  Jones  University  in 
North  Carolina.  I'd  also  like  to  welcome  back  my  new  employee  Ron 
Arsenault  from  the  U.S.  Navy. 

I'd  like  to  thank  John  Radcliffe,  the  Town  Mechanic,  for  maintaining 
our  equipment  so  well  this  year.

The  basic  needs  of  utilities,  shelter,  food  and  medical 
assistance  is  available  to  anyone  that  qualifies. 

If  you  are  in  financial  need  and  would  like  to  apply  for  assistance 
or  just  have  a  question,  come  in  and  see  me.  My  hours  are  on  a  part-time 
basis  and  are  posted  at  the  Town  Hall,  or  you  may  also  call  859-0204  and 
leave  a  message  on  my  voice  mail.
